Elijah's triumph 
over the 
450 
priests of the Yale god, B?.al, in 
calling down fire from heaven on 
the top of Mount Carmel, served as 
the religious story presented by the 
Rev. Dr Earl J. Bowman, pastor of 
St. Junes' Lutheran church, in his 
sermon Sunday morning. 
“Tile Mountain Top of Vindica­ 
tion” was the title of the sermon 
the text of which was taken from 
I Kings 18 16-40. 
This is the third 
of a series of four sermons the p as­ 
tor is giving, the stories of which 
revolve about the mountain 
tops 
mentioned in the Old Testament. 
Four 
important 
messages 
are 
gamed from the story, the minister 
pointed out. 
First, “God finds lead­ 
ers in times of need 
Secondly, one 
with God is a majority and popular 
choice is often wrong. Thirdly, sin 
always brings punishment, and last­ 
ly, we must make our decisions for 
or against God.” 
“In critical times of need God al­ 
ways raises up a leader.” said the 
pastor. ‘ When Israel needed de­ 
liverance, God raised up Moses for 
that crisis; when they reached the 
place where they changed to a king­ 
dom, God found a Samuel; 
when 
there was need of some one to hold j 
Israel to her religion at the fall of 
Jerusalem, 
he 
found 
Jeremiah; 
when some one was needed to re- j 
vive the church in the sixteenth 
century, he found a Luther; when 
he needed men to plant the church ; 
in America he found a Muhlenberg J 
and an Asbury. So here he found 
Elijah for a great crisis: 
In every 
great spiritual crisis God has a man j 
in preparation for the great task. 
“We learn here also that one J 
with God is a majority and that j 
the popular choice of the people is \ 
often wrong 
Here was a whole na- j 
tion that allowed th** altars of J e - 1 
hovah to crumble. There were four 
hundred and fifty leaders guiding 
them on a wrong path 
All these 
were on cm* side.

t his side, and he and God made a 
majority.

Washington, July 25 (AP).—While 
congress in its session just adjourn­ 
ed saw enactment ol a great many 
reconstruction measures it will have 
before it when it returns in Decem­ 
ber still other proposals designed to 
better business conditions. 
The lawmakers accepted a good 
number of President Hoover’s rec­ 
ommendations intended toward this 
end, but at the same time they 
wrote into the nation’s statutes a 
good many of their own. 
Added to this list of new statutes 
was the home-loan bank measure 
which 
President 
Hoover 
signed 
into law. 
It contained many of 
the features the 
chief 
executive 
recommended last December, but in 
it too, was the Glass currency ex­ 
pansion rider congress added but to 
which he objected.
